(c) Details of the agency's plans for renovating existing refueling
stations or construction of new refueling stations and the associ at ed
costs;

(d) The cost to reconfigure existing refueling stations or
construction of new refueling stations to include alternative fuels,
and to offer alternative fuels at those stations to other state

agenci es.
(2) For purposes of this section, "alternative fuels" include, but
are not |imted to biodiesel, ethanol (E85), hydrogen, and liquid

nat ural gas.
